BOSTON, May 27 (AP) .—Jim 
Moran, a skeptice] debunker from 
Texas, arranged a re-enactment of 
the Battle of Bunker Hill yesterday 
to test the value of the order re- 
putedly given to the embattled Co- 
lonial militiamen of 1775—“Don't 
shoot till you see the whites of their 
eyes.” 

He hired his “soldiers” for $4 a 
day. A curious crowd watched the 
curious assortment of far-sighted 
men, near-sighted men, cross-eyed 
men, pink-eyed men. For two hours 
the army “fought,” and when it 
was all over Moran was elated. 

“The only Yankee to survive,” he 
said, “was that far-sighted one.

WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP).—| 


The Senate passed and sent to the 
House today a bill which would re- 


vise railroad bankruptcy procedure 
by placing it under a special five- 
Judge court. Approval came without 
a record vote after two days of de- 
bate, 

Final action came after support- 
ers of the bill defeated an attempt 
by Senator Clark (Dem.), Missouri, 
to amend the measure to strip the 
proposed new agency of its judicial 
powers. Senator Wheeler (Dem.), 
Montana, contended that _§ this 
amendment would have emasculat- 
ed the bill. 

Passage of this bill cleared the 
Senate docket of all major transpor- 
tation legislation for this session ex- 
cept a bill to permit voluntary debt 
adjustment arrangements by the 
Baltimore & Ohio and Lehigh Val- 
ley Railroads. 

Under the bankruptcy bill, the 
proposed new court would have jur- 
isdiction over both reorganizations 
and receiverships, with the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission being 
required to certify to the court cer- 
tain standards of capitalization and 
forecasts of earnings. 

Reorganized capital structures 
would be based on anticipated earn- 
ing power, which would be restrict- 
ed to a maximum levy computed 
on earnings for the previous 12 
years. 

Wheeler asserted the real argu- 
ment against his bill had been Start- 
ed by lawyers who did not want the 


President to have the power to ap-| 


point members of a new court, 

“These men have come to me pri- 
vately and have said in the com- 
mittee,” Wheeler told the Senate 
yesterday, “‘let us be frank about 
the issue. What we are afraid of 
is this—we do not want the Presi- 
dent of the United States to ap- 
point the court’.” 

Wheeler said there had been scan- 
dals in Federal Court handling of 
some railroad receiverships and 
contended that some judges’ lack 
of expert knowledge also had con- 
tributed to long delays in settling 
such cases. For that reason, he 
argued that a separate court, made 
up of experts, should be set up. 

Clark said he thought the Senate 
should study the measure a long 
time before it decided to make such 
a radical change in Federal Court 
procedure.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 27. 
—Gov. Lloyd C. Stark announced 
after the sentencing of R. Emmet 
O’Malley today that he has _in- 
structed Ray B. Lucas, State Su- 


perintendent of Insurance, to file 
a motion in Federal Court Mon- 
day that O’Maiiey and Boss Thomas 
J. Pendergast be cited for con- 


tempt. 

The motion will be filed with the 
three-Judge court which ratified 
the $10,000,000 insurance rate com- 
promise now admitted by Pender- 
gast and O’Malley to have been 
fraudulent. 

Besides O’Malley and Pendergast, 
the request for a contempt citation 


be determined,” Gov. Stark stated 
in a letter of instruction to Lucas. 
The Governor did not disclose the 
identity of these persons in making 
his letter pubiic. 

Ground Is Fraud on Court. 

The request for a contempt cita- 
tion, Gov. Stark stated in the let-

Wants Prompt Return of Money. 

The last statement indicated that 
steps are planned which may result 
in a return of the money distribut- 
ed to the stock insurance companies 
under the compromise without the 
necessity of resuming the rate case 
litigation which was settled by the 
compromise. 

There has been considerable dis- 
cussion as to what action, if any, 
would be taken by authorities 
against the stock fire insurance 
companies which contributed to the 
$460,000 slush fund. Whether Gov. 
Stark’s statement that the contempt 
proceedings would be “far-reaching 
and nation-wide” referred to this 
discussion was not explained. 

Lucas again was instructed in the 
Governor’s letter to take steps to- 
ward setting aside the compromise. 
“You will also take any and all 
other actions,” the Governor stated, 
“necessary to bring about a prompt 
return to the Missouri insurance 
policyholders of the approximately 
$8,000,000 taken from them by fraud 
and bribery or other improper 
methods,” 

Lucas already has prepared a 
petition, for filing with the three- 
Judge court Monday, asking that 
the compromise be set aside, but it

It was just 10 years ago today that the United 
States Supreme Court handed down its decision de- 
nying citizenship to Rosika Schwimmer, then 52 
years old, because she would not promise to bear 


arms in defense of the country. Justice Holmes’ dis- 


sent in the case (Brandeis concurring) has become 
a classic. Mme. Schwimmer, he pointed out, “would 
not be allowed to bear arms if she wanted to.” Then 


these immortal words: 


If there is any principle of the Constitution 
that more imperatively calls for attachment than 
any other, it is the principle of free thought— 
not free thought for those who agree with us, but 
freedom for the thought that we hate. I think 
that we should adhere to that principle with re- 
gard to admission into, as well as to life within, 
this country. ‘ 

I would suggest that the Quakers have done 
their share to make the country what it is, that 
many citizens agree with the applicant’s belief 
and that I had not supposed hitherto that we 
regretted our inability to expel them because 
they believe more than some of us do in the 
teachings of the Sermon on the Mount.

Our spelling 
is an obstacle, but this disadvantage can be 
minimized by simplification and out- 
weighed by numerous advantages. 

English is already the most widely spoken 
tongue in the world, and everyone who 
speaks it can take Basic in his stride with- 
out even Knowing it is Basic. A few years 
ago, the American Mercury published an

have suspected any eccentricity of style if 
they had not been told about it. 

The trouble will not come in making Basic 
understandable to English-speaking people,

~ $87,000 IN BACK INCOME TAX 


Charles Chaplin Disputes Govern- 
ment’s $65,000 Claim Before 
Appeals Board. 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP).— 


vesterday— Douglas Fairbanks Sr., 
agreeing to pay $87,283.01 in back 
income taxes and Charles Chaplin 
disputing the Government's claim 
for $65,208.48 additional and de- 
manding instead refund of $24,- 
938.04 already paid. 

The amount Fairbanks consented 
to pay was the full deficiency as- 
sessed by the Internal Revenue 
Bureau on his 1930 income. He 
had reported net income ‘of $83,- 
371.87 for the year, plus net capl- 
tal gain of $689,594.39 on bond re- 
demption, and paid a total of $97,- 
901.01 taxes. 

Chaplin, who had reported net 
income of $445,269.58 and paid 
$230,855.58 tax for 1935, argued the 
Bureau was mistaken in assessing 
its deficiency claim of $104,709 rep- 
resenting the value of United 
Artists’ Corporation stock released 
to him from escrow that year. He 
also received $44,532.22 of accumu- 
lated dividends on the stock, and 
had paid normal income tax rates 
on it, whereas, he said, it should 
have been subject to dividend in- 
come deductions.

His Brother Convalescing. 

The Mayos’ other children, Doro- 
thy, and an adopted daughter, Mari- 
lyn, were in Rochester as was the 
surgeon’s brother, Dr. William J. 
Mayo, 77, who is convalescing from 
an operation. The Mayos had eight 
children. Two daughters and Dr. 
Joseph Mayo died, the latter in an 
automobile accident in 1936. 

In 1916 Dr. Charles Mayo was 
president of the American Medical 
Association and in 1924 he headed 
the American College of Surgeons. 
He wore the distinguished service 
medal of the United States and was 
honored by nine foreign govern- 
ments. 

Dr. Morris Fishbein, editor of the 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association, said that in the death 
of Dr. Charles Mayo American 
medicine had lost one of its greatest 
surgical leaders. 

“He was a man with a warm 
feeling for the interests of people,” 
Dr. Fishbein said, “a man who un- 
derstood how to talk to all mankind 
and who knew how to convey the 
story of medicine in its best way. 

Became Huge Medical Center.

LOBBYISTS’ PARTIES 


Unidentified Congressman Said 
to Have Negotiated Deal 
for $20,000. 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP).— 
The Washington Post says that sen- 
sational evidence about parties giv- 
en by lobbyists has been uncov- 
ered in the Capital. 

The evidence is said to have been 
obtained by voice-recording de- 
vices placed in hotel rooms by 
specially detailed police at the re- 
quest of members of a sub-commit- 
tee investigating the District of 
Columbia milk situation. 

The evidence thus obtained 
turned out to have no direct con- 
nection with the milk inquiry. The 
most serious evidence, the Post 
Says, was a statement by an un- 
named person that a member of 
Congress was negotiating to have 
a District of Columbia paving con- 
tract changed in return for $20,000. 

It is understood, the paper adds, 
that the parties recorded “were of 
a highly amorous nature.” 

The milk investigation was start- 
ed after Western and Mid-Western 
Congressmen complained that Dis- 
trict of Columbia regulations gave 
producers from nearby states a mo- 
nopoly on the local milk market.

| St. Louis County’s revenue for 
}general purposes in 1938 amounted 
'to $19,926 in excess of expenditures 
and encumbrances, Comptroller 
Clarence H. Hackmann said in his 
annual. report filed with the Coun- 
ty Court yesterday. The amount 
was offset by a deficit of $42,738 
‘in the Road and Bridge Fund to be 
taken off the Highway Department 
‘budget for this year. 
| During the last year the amount 
used from the general fund, under 
‘which the county operates its gov- 
‘ernment, was $1,066,061 while re- 
ceipts were $1,085,988. The receipts 
of the Road and Bridge Fund were 
$393,472 and the expenditures $436,- 
210. 
| The per capita bonded debt of 
the county decreased from $51.24 in 
1937 to $48.04 in 1938, the report 
said, while taxes levied for county 
purposes increased from $11.73 to 
$12.49. The assessed valuation has 
steadily increased during the last 
‘six years from $233,637,435 in 1933 
to $259,201,314 in 1938, and the per 
ilcapita assessed valuation has in-

Doctor Terms 


Malaria Worst 
Of All Scourges 


Tells How It Very Nearly 
Checked the Winning of 
the West. 


By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


HE greatest scoruge the world 
Tras ever known is malaria. It 

has played a greater part in 
history than Napoleon, Alexander, 
Frederick the Great, Robert E. Lee 
and Hitler all put together. 

In the United States malaria al- 
most checked the winning of the 
west. Those pioneers who went 
down the Ohio and the Mississippi 
and up the Missouri were laid low 
in droves and died by dozens with 
what was variously called every- 
thing from swamp fever and the 
“shakes” to the ague, or intermit- 
tent fever. If you want a vivid de- 
scription of what they went through 
read the chapters in “Martin Chuz- 
ziewit” which describe his attempt 
to settle in the region. 

In all that region of the Missis- 
sippi, Ohio, Missouri river basin, 
malaria has practically disap- 
peared. It still hangs on in Missis- 
sippi and Louisiana, but for most of 
us it is merely a name. 

But it still troubles conquerors. 
It hangs onto the flanks of armies 
and makes itself felt. I have just 
been reading of the trouble that 
the Italian armies had with it in 
Ethiopia. It gave them more con- 
cern than the horsemen of Haile 
Selassie. 

In the southern zone of activity 
during the Ethiopian campaign, 
ccnditions were “terribly malarial” 
the disease being absolutely gen- 
‘eral among the indigenous Somali 


| 


| population. With an Italian army 
lof approximately half a million 
imen there were 1241 cases of pri- 
imary malaria admitted to the hos- 
‘pital and 1093 admissions for re- 
lapses, with 23 deaths from pernici- 
‘ous forms, including blackwater 
fever. 
| What were the preventive 
preventi meas- 
‘ures taken? Of course, the best 
'prophylactic measure is to prevent 
‘mosquito bites. Since the danger- 
ous mosquito comes out only at 
night, a good mosquito netting over 
ithe bed is enough to insure safety. 
But with troops continuously on 
‘the move and ‘the area of operation 
being enormously extended, as in 
ithe case of the Italian army in 
Ethiopia, mosquito nets and anti- 
larval measures were impossible. 
The method uséd was quinine 
prophylaxis. Every soldier received 
three tablets a day of quinine sul- 
phate, each tablet containing three 
grains 
Discussion often arises as to 
whether this quinine prophylaxis 
‘method is effective. This experi- 
ence proves that it is.

“FJASHINGTON, May 27.—Tes 
tifying before the House Ways and 
Means Committee, Secretary of the 


Treasury Morgenthau declared to- 
day that one of the major tasks of 
the administration is to promote 
jasting business recovery, and re- 
‘affirmed, “with the same deep con- 
viction,” a statement of his made 
in November, 1937: “The basic need 
today is to foster the full applica- 
tion of the driving force of private 
capital, We want to see capital go 
into the productive channels of pri- 
yate industry. We want to see pri- 
yate business expand.” 

“Clearly,” the Secretary added, 
“. fundamental objective of sound 
finance is a balanced budget.” He 
stated that deficits are inevitable 
‘during a depression, but that their 
counterpart should be surpluses 
of prosperity. “If 
deficits are too long continued,” he 
@xplained, “the depressive effect 
of uncertainty tend to make recov 
ery more difficult.”
